GENERAL ASSEMBLY-ADDRESS BY PORTUGUESE PRESIDENT 

PORTUGUESE PRESIDENT COSTA GOMES, IN ADDRESS TO GA OCT. 17, 

CALLED FOR QUICK WITHDRAWAL OF ALL UN EMBARGOES AND 
RESTRICTIONS AGAINST PORTUGAL, AND ASSERTED PORTUGAL'S ECONOMIC 
AND FINANCIAL DIFFICULTIES WILL BE OVERCOME IF DEMOCRATIC 
COUNTRIES OF WORLD HELP MATERIALLY ANR MORALLY. HE 
MENTIONED "HUMILIATION OF HALF CENTURY OF DICTATORSHIP," 

AND REAFFIRMED DETERMINATION TO SAFEGUARD MAIN OBJECTIVES 
OF REVOLUTION, I.E., RESTORATION OF DEMCORACY IN PORTUGAL 
AND INITIATION OF "IRREVERSIBLE AND DEFINITIVE PROCESS 
OF DECOLONIZATION" IN PORTUGUESE TERRITORIES. HE AFFIRMED 
PORTUGAL WILL FULFILL ALL ITS INTERNATIONAL OBLIGATIONS- 
POLITICAL, COMMERCIAL AND FINANCIAL. IN CARRYING OUT 
PROCESS OF DEMOCRATIZATION, ATMOSPHERE OF POLITICAL 
TOLERANCE BASED ON MULTI-PARTY SYSTEM WILL BE CREATED. IN 
INTERNATIONAL RELATIONS, "ECONOMIC AND POLITICAL ITES WITH ALT. 
TRADITIONALLY FRIENDLY COUNTRIES AND WILL ALL PEOPLES 
OF WORLD" WILL BE INTENSIFIED. HE MADE SPECIAL REFERENCE 
TO: COUNTRIES EMERGING FROM PROCESS OF DECOLONIZATION 
"WITHOUT FORGETTING ARAB STATES AND OTHERS" WITH WHOM 
PORTUGAL HAS HISTORICAL ITES; AND LATIN COUNTRIES OF 
EUROPE AND AMERICA. HE CALLED ON BIG POWERS TO ENGAGE MORE 
DYNAMICALLY IN DISARMAMENT PROCESS SO THAT LESS FAVORED COULD 
BENEFIT FROM RESOURCES CONSERVED. (OURTEL 4181) 

COMITE 1 -OUTER SPACE 

AUSTRIAN REP INTRODUCED IN COMITE OCT 17 TWO DRAFT RESES 
ON OUTER SPACE MATTERS. UNDER 32-POWER OMNIBUS DRAFT (L. 678), 

WHICH CONTAINS 30 OP PARAS AND DEALS WITH INTERNATIONAL 
COOPERATION IN OUTER SPACE FIELD, COMITE WOULD RECOMMEND THAT, 

AMONG OTHER THINGS, GA ENDORSE OUTER SPACE COMITE REPORT AND 
MAKE VARIOUS RECOMMENDATIONS ON WAY COMITE WOULD CONTINUE 
ITS WORK. UNDER SECOND, 30-POWER DRAFT RES (L. 679), 

COMITE WOULD RECOMMEND THAT GA COMMEND REGISTRATION CONVENTION AND 

REQUEST SYG TO OPEN IT FOR SIGNATURE AND RATIFICATION AT 
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EARLIEST POSSIBLE DATE. BRAZILIAN REP INTRODUCED ARGENTINA- 
BRAZIL DRAFT ARTICLES ON REMOTE SENSING WHICH SPONSORS WISH 
TO BE TRANSMITTED TO OUTER SPACE COMITE FOR ITS CONSIDERATION. 

ART. V WOULD ENSURE THAT STATES PARTIES WOULD TAKE ALL 
MEASURES AUTHORIZED BY INTERNATIONAL LAW TO PROTECT THEIR 
TERRITORY AND MARITIME AREAS UNDER THEIR JURISDICTION FROM 
REMOTE SENSING ACTIVITIES FOR WHICH THEY HAD DENIED THEIR 
CONSENT. CHAIRMAN STATED OUTER SPACE DEBATE WOULD CONCLUDE OCT. 
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18 AND THERE WAS INDICATION VOTE WOULD NOT BE NECESSARY 
ON TWO DRAFT RESES. 

JANKOWITSCH (AUSTRIA), NOTING WORK ON MOON TREATY REACHED 
ADVANCE STATE, SAID LEGAL SUBCOMITE WOULD NOW HAVE TO FOCUS 
ITS PRIMARY ATTENTION ON LEGAL PRINCIPLES FOR DBS AND REMOTE 
SENSING. DBS WORKING GROUP SHOULD BE KEPT ALIVE AND TIME 
HAD COME FOR ORGANIZING ANOTHER INTERNATIONAL SPACE CONFERENCE 
TOWARD END OF DECADE, HE SAID, BEFORE INTRODUCING TWO 
DRAFT RESES. HULINSKI (CZECHOSLOVAKIA) SUPPORTED PRIORITY 
FOR MOON TREATY, SAID IT WAS URGENT TO ELABORATE LEGAL 
PRINCIPLES GOVERNING DBS ACTIVITY, AND THOUGHT SOVIET-FRENCH 
DRAFT WAS GOOD BASIS FOR FURTHER WORK. 

MCINTYRE (AUSTRALIA) NOTED ROLE SPACE TECHNOLOGY COULD 
PLAY IN SOLUTION OF ACUTE PROBLEMS OF FOOD, RESOURCES AND 
ENERGY. HE FAVORED FURTHER STUDIES OF ORGANIZATIONAL 
AND FINANCIAL QUESTIONS TOGETHER WITH CONSIDERATION OF 
LEGAL ASPECTS, AS MATTER OF PRIORITY, WITH VIEW TO SETTING 
UP SOON AS POSSIBLE, UNDER UN AUSPICES, INTERNATIONAL REMOTE 
SENSING CENTER, WITH ITS PRODUCT ACCESSIBLE TO ALL COUNTRIES. 
POSSIBILITY SHOULD ALSO BE EXPLORED OF SETTING UP 
REGIONAL REMOTE SENSING CENTERS. TRADITIONAL CONCEPTS 
OF NATIONAL SOVEREIGNTY WOULD HAVE TO BE RECONCILED WITH 
EQUALLY ESSENTIAL PRINCIPLE OF FOI IF DBS PROBLEMS TO BE 
RESOLVED. HE STRESSED IMPORTANCE OF COMITE AND ITS SUBSIDIARIES 
CONTINUING TO OPERATE ON BASIS OF CONSENSUS. 

IN VIEW OF YOKOTA (JAPAN), ELEAB ORATION OF DBS PRINCIPLES 

WAS ONE OF FIELDS IN WHICH MULTI DISCIPLINARY APPROACH WOULD 

CONTINUE TO BE MOST DESIRABLE. DBS WORKING GROUP SHOULD MEET 

IN NEAR FUTURE. "OVER-HASTY ESTABLISHMENT OF REGID 

LEGAL FRAMEWORK" FOR REMOTE SENSING WOULD HAMPER ITS FUTURE, 
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HE SAID, REFERRING TO ITS SUCCESSFUL USE IN SAHELIAN 
REGION. YOKOTA ENDORSED IDEA OF REQUESTING SYG TO CARRY OUT 
STUDIES ON ORGANIZATIONAL AND FINANCIAL ASPECTS OF REMOTE SENSING. 
"SOMETHING MORE THAN MECHANICAL PRIORITY" WAS NEEDED TO SOLVE 
PROBLEMS OF NATURAL RESOURCES OF MOON. JAPAN BELIEVED UN 
SPACE APPLICATIONS PROGRAM SHOULD BE EXPANDED, AND WOULD 
FAVOR UN CONFERENCE AROUND 1978. 

HUNGARIAN REP, SUPPORTING OMNIBUS RES, SAID INTERNATIONAL 
DETENTE PROVIDED ASSURANCE OF COOPERATION IN OUTER SPACE. 
UKRAININA REP EXPRESSED SIMILAR VIEW, SAW NEED FOR DBS 
CONVENTION BASED ON SOVIET DRAFT, AND SAID LEGAL SUBCOMITE 
SHOULD CONCERN SELF WITH DBS. ISA (PAKISTAN), FULLY 
SUPPORTING OBJECTIVES OF OMNIBUS RES, STATED FACT 
REMAINED THAT TECHNOLOGY OF SPACE WAS OFF-SHOOT OF 
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DEVELOPMENT OF MILITARY RESEARCH AND MISSILE TECHNOLOGY. 
BEARING IN MIND RECENT 
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DEVELOPMENTS, HIS DEL WOULD HAVE LIKED TO SEE PARTICULAR 
STRESS IN OMNIBUS RES ON MEASURES TO PREVENT SUCH UNDESIRABLE 
DEVELOPMENT. HE FAVORED EXPANDING UN SPACE PROGRAM; 

SAID ORGANIZATIONAL, FINANCIAL AND LEGAL IMPLICATIONS 
INVOLVED IN POSSIBLE COURSES OF ACTION ON DBS SHOULD BE 
KNOWN; AND HOPED MOON TREATY WOULD BE COMPLETED PROMPTLY. 

AL-MASRI (SYRIA) SAID SPACE RESEARCH SHOULD BE CARRIED OUT 
IN INTERESTS OF ALL STATES AND NOT VIOOLATE THEIR SOVEREIGNTY 
OR SECURITY; DBS SHOULD BE SUBJECT TO INTERNATIONAL RULES. 

SHOULD ENSURE FRUITFUL INTERNATIONAL COOPERATION AND EXCHANGE 
OF INFO, AND NOT INTERFERE IN INTERNAL AFFAIRS OF COUNTRY. 

SYRIAN DEL WOULD SUPPORT ANY EFFORTS TOWARD FULL EXPLOITATION 
OF EARTH S RESOURCES THROUGH USE OF REMOTE SENSING TECHNIQUES. 

YANGO (PHILIPPINES) URGED INTENSIVE INTERNATIONAL EFFORTS 
TO MITIGATE DAMAGE BY TROPICAL CYCLONES AND CALLED ON STATES 
OUTSIDE CYCLONE REGIONS TO CONTRIBUTE TO WMO'S TROPICAL 
CYCLONE PROJECT. HE DESCRIBED REGISTRATION CONVENTION AS 
"OUTSTANDING CONTRIBUTION," AND FAVORED ASCERTAINING MEMBERS' 
VIEWS ON HOLDING CONFERENCE. FRAZAO (BRAZIL), INTRODUCING BRAZIL- 
ARGENTINA DRAFT TREATY ON REMOTE SENSING, NOTED IT LAID DOWN 
THAT NATIONAL AND INTERNATIONAL PROGRAMS SHOULD PROMOTE 
INTERNATIONAL COOPERATION AND THEIR IMPLEMENTATION SHOULD 
BENEFIT AND SERVE INTERESTS OF ALL MANKIND. HE STRESSED 
ELEMENT OF CONSENT. 

SPECIAL POLITICAL COMITE - APARTHEID 

IN CONTINUING DEBATE ON APARTHEID OCT. 17, COMITE HEARD 
STATEMENTS BY REPS OF BULGARIA, NEW ZEALAND. ROMANIA, 
NETHERLANDS, TOGO, IRAQ, ALBANIA, AUSTRIA, PERU 
AND US. SO FAR, 50 SPEAKERS HAVE TAKEN PART IN DEBATE, 

AND 44 ARE STILL ON LIST TO BE HEARD. USYG GUYER, NOTING 
PAC REP OCT. 16 HAD EXPRESSED CONCERN THAT SYG RECEIVED 
CREDENTIALS OF NEW SOUTH AFRICAN REP, EXPLAINED THAT GA 
DECISION NOT TO ACCEPT SA DEL'S CREDENTIALS RELATED SOLELY 
TO CREDENTIALS OF REPS TO GA AND DID NOT DEAL WITH 
CREDENTIALS OF PERMANENT REPS TO UN. SC HAD NOT YET REVIEWED 
RELATIONSHIP BETWEEN UN AND SA, AND SYG HAD TO FOLLOW 
ESTABLISHED PROCEDURE. 
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BULGARIAN REP BELIEVED UN EFFORTS SHOULD CONCENTRATE ON 
SITUATION IN WHICH UN RESES WERE TOTALLY IGNORED BY CERTAIN 
STATES. COTTON (NEW ZEALAND) SAID HIS DEL SUPPORTED ALL 
RESES SUBMITTED ON QUESTION LAST YEAR, HOPING TO SHOW THEREBY 
ITS CONVICTION THAT SOLIDARITY OF INTERNATIONAL OPINION 
WAS BEST WAY OF BRINGING HOME TO SAG "COMPLETE UNACCEPT- 
ABILITY" OF ITS POLICIES. HE ALSO SUPPORTED STRENGTHENING 
AND FULLY IMPLEMENTING ARMS EMBARGO AGAINST SA, SPOKE OF 
APARTHEID COMITE RECOMMENDATIONS WHICH NEW ZEALAND FULLY 
SUPPORTED, AND SAID HIS GOVT WAS CONSIDERING VOLUNTARY 
CONTRIBUTION TO STRENGTHEN APARTHEID UNIT IN UN SECRETARIAT. 

ROMANIAN REP DECLARED THAT INTERNATIONAL COMMUNITY HAD TO 
TAKE EFFECTIVE ACTION AND HE REFERRED TO SWAPO OFFICE IN 
BUCHAREST. HETHERLANDS REP THOUGHT PRESSURE MUST BE MAINTAINED 
ON SAG IN EFFORT TO GET IT TO CHANGE ITS POLICIES. TOGOLESE REP 
REQUESTED APARTHEID COMITE TO RENEW ITS APPROACHES TO 
VARIOUS STATES TO RETHINK THEIR POLICIES, AND HE BELIEVED 
SC SHOULD RECONSIDER MATTER. AL-ATIYYAH (IRAQ) SAID PROBLEM SHOULD 
BE LOOKED AT AS "COLONIAL ENTITY, SUPPORTED BY WESTERN 
IMPERIALSIM" LIKE "ZIONIST ENTITY IN ME.” HE CALLED FOR 
ACTION TO END "SETTLER COLONIALISM," AND SAID RELATIONSHIP 
BETWEEN SA AND ISRAEL WAS "MORE THAN AN ALLIANCE" AND 
STRUGGLE OF PEOPLES OF SOUTHERN AFRICA AND OF PALESTINE 
WAS SAME STRUGGLE. ALBANIAN REP CHARGED THAT IMPERIALIST 
POWERS (SUCH AS UK, US AND FRG), WHICH BORE HEAVY RESPONSIBILITY 
FOR CONTINUED EXISTENCE OF APARTHEID, EXTENDED ALL-OUT 
POLITICAL AND MILITARY SUPPORT TO SA DESPITE UN RESES. 

HE ALSO POINTED TO FURTHER ECONOMIC AND MILITARY 

COOPERATION BETWEEN ISRAEL AND SA. AUSTRIAN REP THOUGHT PORTUGAL'S 
NEW POLICIES MIGHT HAVE POSITIVE INFLUENCE ON SITUATION IN 
SOUTH AFRICA AND NAMIBIA AND HE HOPED THOSE DEVELOPMENTS 
WOULD INDUCE SAG TO BRING ABOUT PEACEFUL EVOLUTION OF 
POLITICAL RIGHTS AND EQUALITY. PERUVIAN REP HOPED SC WOULD 
TAKE "PROPER ACTION." 

SEGAL TOLD COMITE US WANTED APARTHEID TO END SOON AS 
POSSIBLE, FEELING SA PEOPLE HAD SUFFERED FAR TOO LONG UNDER 
"THIS OPPRESSIVE SYSTEM." HE NOTED THERE HAD BEEN "SOME 
INCORRECT INFO DISSEMINATED IN PRESS AND IN THIS BUILDING 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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REGARDING OUR GOVT'S ACTIVITIES AND POSITION", AND THAT SOME 
DID NOT AGREE WITH US POLICY. HE POINTED OUT US FIRMS IN 
SA SET PACE IN PROVIDING IMPROVED EDUCATIONAL, LEGAL 
AND MEDICAL BENEFITS TO NON- WHITE WORKERS AND NUMBER OF 
THEM WERE PROVIDING EQUAL PAY FOR EQUAL WORK REGARDLESS OF 
RACE. US OBSERVED ARMS EMBARGO AGAINST SA, AND THERE WAS 
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NO MILITARY COOPERATION BETWEEN THEM. USG CALLED ON SAG 
TO REEXAMINE ITS POLICIES AND POSITION IN LIGHT OF 
REALITIES, SEGAL CONCLUDEE. NIGERIAN REP THEN SAID HE FELT 
GRATIFIED US CONDEMNED APARTHEID AND WAS ABLE TO REFUTE 
SOME OF CHARGES AGAINST US AND HE ASKED THAT TEXT OF US 
STATEMENT BE CIRCULATED. (REPEATED INFO PRETORIA, CAPETOWN) 
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AMEMBASSY TOKYO 
UNCLAS SECTION 3 OF 3 USUN 4199 
COMITE 2— UNCTAD TDB 
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COMITE 2 ON OCT 17 MEETINGS HEARD STATEMENTS ON REPORT OF 
UNCTAD TRADE AND DEVELOPMENT BOARD (TDB) FROM REPS OF 
NETHERLANDS, INDONESIA, JAPAN, UK, POLAND, SWEDEN, 

MADAGASCAR, MOROCCO, BELGIUM, BRAZIL, DOMINICAN REPUBLIC, 

SRI LANKA, COLOMBIA, ECUADOR, JORDAN, CUBA, ITALY, IRAN, 

PHILIPPINES AND PAKISTAN. LDCS IN GENERAL EXPRESSED 
SUPPORT FOR STRUCTURAL ACCOMMODATION ON PRIMARY COMMODITIES 
AND INDEXATION, WITH EXCEPTION OF COLOMBIAN REP, WHO 
SUGGESTED THAT INDEXATION MIGHT HAVE BROAD INTL 
REPERCUSSIONS AND SHOULD BE CONSIDERED "COMMODITY BY 
COMMODITY, COUNTRY BY COUNTRY." GENERAL SUPPORT WAS ALSO 
EXPRESSED FOR ESTABLISHMENT OF COMITE ON TRANSFER 
OF TECHNOLOGY. 

BRAZILIAN AND MOROCCAN REPS EXPRESSED SUPPORT FOR 
PREFERENTIAL TREATMENT OF LDCS WITH REGARD TO CERTAIN 
COMMODITIES, MOROCCAN REP STATED MOROCCO WOULD RETAIN 
CURRENT PHOSPHATE PRICES AND ADOPT "SPECIAL ATTITUDE" 

TOWARD LDCS IN SELLING THEM PHOSPHATE ON DELAYED PAYMENT 
TERMS. CUBAN REP SAID INDEXATION IS "POSITIVE THING" 

IF IT SERVES AS INSTRUMENT AGAINST UNEQUAL CONDITIONS OF 
TRADE, BUT THAT COMMODITY-EXPORTING MONOLOLIES 
WHETHER IN DEVELOPED OR DEVELOPING COUNTRIES MUST BE 
EXCLUDED FROM ITS BENEFITS IF LDCS ARE TO PROFIT. CUBAN 
REP SAID IMF COMITE OF 20 HAD IGNORED INTL MONETARY CRISIS 
BECAUSE US DOMINATES IMF, ADDING THAT LDCS WOULD PAY FOR 
INCREASING INFLOW OF PRIVATE CAPITAL WITH GREATER DEPENDENCY 
AND INCREASED ECONOMIC BURDENS OF INTEREST AND DIVIDENDS. 

CUBAN AND POLISH REPS BOTH NOTED RECENT UNCTAD RES CALLING 
FOR FORMER CHILEAN FONMIN ALMEYDA'S RELEASE. SEVERAL WEO 
DELS EXPRESSED DISCONTENT WITH UNCTAD/TDB PROCEDURES, 
NETHERLANDS STATING THERE WAS TOO MUCH POSTPONEMENT AND 
ADOPTION OF GENERAL MEASURES AND HIGH-SOUNDING TEXTS, UK 
SAYING APPROACH TO PROGRAM OF ACTION SUGGESTED THAT REPEATING 
POINT WOULD MADE IT COME TRUE, BELGIUM EXPRESSING REGRET OVER 
LOADED AND ENCYCLOPEDIC AGENDA PLANNED FOR 1976 NAIROBI FOURTH 
SESSION. MOROCCAN REP ALSO CALLED FOR MORE CONCISE AGENDA. 

TURSTEESHIP COUNCIL-PAPUA NEW GUINEA 

IN OCT 17 MEETING TRUSTEESHIP COUNCIL CONCLUDED GENERAL 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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DEBATE ON PAPUA NEW GUINEA, HEARING STATEMENTS BY US, UK, 

FRENCH AND SOVIET REPS. AMB WHITE (US) PRAISED RELATIONSHIP 
BETWEEN COUNCIL, ADMINISTERING AUTHORITY AND TERRITORY WHICH 
MADE SMOOTH DECOLONIZATION POSSIBLE, PNG'S PROMPT ENTRY INTO 
INTL FIELD, AND ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT POLICYWHICH SHE 
SAID MIGHT HAVE RELEVANCE FOR US-ADMINISTERED MICRONESIA. 

AMB WHITE STATED THAT CONSTITUTIONAL DEBATE DEMONSTRATED 
VIGOR OF PNG DEMOCRATIC PROCESS, ADDING THAT US WAS GRATIFIED 
BY COOPERATION BETWEEN GOVERNMING PARTY AND OPPOSITION IN 
PREPARING CONSTITUTION, AND EXPRESSING HOPE PNG REP'S 
REQUEST FOR FLEXIBILITY IN INDEPENDENCE TIMING WOULD WIN 
COUNCIL ACCEPTANCE. ALONG SIMILAR LINES UK AND FRENCH REPS 
PRAISED PNG PROGRESS TOWARD INDEPENDENCE, APPROACH TO 
CONSTITUTIONAL PROCESS, AND EFFORTS TO DEVELOP UNIFIED STATE. 
FRENCH REP ENDORSED PNG SPECIAL REPRESENTATIVE'S REQUEST 
FOR LEGAL COUNSEL OPINION ON TERMINATION OF TRUSTEESHIP 
AGREEMENT. KOVALENKO (USSR) AFTER STATING SATISFACTION WITH 
PNG PROGRESS, SAID LESSENING OF INTL TENSIONS HAD FAVORABLY 
INFLUENCED PNG'S INDEPENDENCE, WHICH HE SAID WOULD END 
AUSTRALIA’S INTENTIONS OF MAINTAINING ITS RULE. SOVIET REP 
EMPHASIZED IMPORTANCE OF PNG GOVT EFFORTS TO CONTROL ECONOMY 
AND STOP TRANSFER ABROAD OF PROFITS FROM PNG RESOURCES BY 
FOREIGN MONOPOLIES, AND ATTRIBUTED WHATEVER DIFFICULTIES 
PNG NOW ENCOUNTERS TO LONG COLONIAL RULE.
